WHEREAS, the New Jersey Urban League is a welfare or- 
ganization comprising an inter-racial membership 
committed to a program for the social and industrial 
advancement of the Negro as being in the sound interest

BE IT RESOLVED, that the Board of Directors of the New 
Jersey Urban League respectfully submit that it is 
urgently in the interest of national defense that our 
Federal and Spate Governments and the Industries of New 
Jersey hall persue all proper procedures to prevent the 
disaffection of the large and loyal section of our 
American citizency comprised of Negroes as the result of 
any form of discrimination in industrial employment 

in labor or military training, in military service or 
under conscription as it may be enacted into law or in 
its subsequent administration.
